The Proteſtant States, ſeeing that they coyldner 
hitherto make any full agreement with the Romiſh 
Catholiques, and that they _- ſpent all the time 
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in vaine, ſent their embaſſadouts vato him, to de- 
mand of him what reaſon hee had to enter that 
country with ſo great an army: and to requeſt him, 
that, ſeeng they had done nothing which might 
offend the Bohemians, hee would lead away his 
Forces ſrom thence againe. For the reaſon why 
hitherto they had returned no anſwer to the Let- 
ters which were ſent from the Bohemians the fatth 
of March, was, becauſe that the Romiſh Catho- 
lique States, day by day, deferred to giue their Ca- 
tegoricall and reſolute anſwer to the principall ar- 
ticles and clauſes of thoſe Letters; and yet not- 
withſtanding had alwayes made fayre ſhew of a 
* friendly agreement and peaccable end. Howeuer, 
albeit they ſaw that their hope hereof was fru- 
ſtrate, yer tliey were not agaiyſtthe much · deſired 


League, but were rather glad ofit: and the rather, 
for that they called to minde, how that the EEmpe- 


rour Matthias anſwered the States at Budwitæ in 
teme yeare 1614. that they ſhould ſend their Legates 
or Embaſſadorsto the Parliament which was to 
be holden at Prage in the yeare 1615 and then 
and there ſhould enter a Treaty concerning the re- 
newing of that League. Wherefore they gaue li- 
cence and authoritieto their Deputies or Legates, 
to renew that League; prouided, that it were not 
tepugnant to the Houſe of Auſtria, and the States 
and Religion of the 'Romith\Catholiques. This 
Embalheby fiue ſelected and choſen out of cuery

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A while after there came te the Camp;cerrair 
Embaſſadours of the Romiſh catholike States, and 
Earle Buchem b eing their Spokeſinan, they ſay that 
they neuer did any thing that might aggrieue ey. 
ther the Earle of ThHorne, or any others of the Bo- 
hemians: and that they did very carefully maintaine 
and preſerue peace. Wherefore they requeſt that 
he would be pleaſed to ſpare them, and to diſlodge 
his Campe from before Labz. 62 

As touching the Confederation and League 
betwixt the Proteſtants and them; It was true in- 
deed, that the Proteſtant States and they had not 
yerdrawne to a full concluſion in all things; yet, 
foraſmuch as the points of difference betwixt them 
were but ſmall, they were in good hope that ve 
ſhortly a good end and agreement ſhould be made 
berwixt them. 1 2 1 
T Horne making anſwer, faid vnto them; That 
the Bohemians by maine neceſſity were conſtrained 
to doe what they did: and fo: his part, That he 
would not willingly vndertake any thing againſt 
any man without cauſe: but his deſire was, to pur- 
ſue all hoſtile Forces, and to drive away the ene- 
my though hee were at Vieruſalom: That hee came 
into that Prouince to preſerue peace and tranquili- 
tie, and to relieue and ayd the oppreſſed; for hee 
would faine haue it fo; that hereafter the Prote- 
ſtants and Romiſh Catholiques ſhould walke toge · 
ther hand in hand as equals one to another in eue- 
ry reſpect. That heretofote the Romiſn Catho· 
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grant vnto him power and ſtrength fitting and ne- 
_ ceffaryſorhim. That he tels them the truth, That

liques haue had the ſuperiority and preheminence, 
but againſt good reaſon; for the Proteſtants were 
2 honeſt men as the Romiſh Catholiques, and 
therefore hee would no longer ſuffer that theſe be- 
ing kept vnder and oppreſſed, the Romiſh Catho- 


liques (like oyle in water) ſhould ſwimme aloft: 
for he would haue an equalitie kept amongſt them, 
without any reſpect had to one Religion or other; 
and looke what priuiledges were granted to the 
one ſide, the ſame ſhould be permitted to the o- 
ther, that ſo a conſtant and perpetuall peace be-

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When the Legates had heard him ſpeake thus, 
they made anſwer, that they would deale with Fer- 
dinand, & do their beſt endeauouis, that both Laba 
and other places in that Prouince might bee quit 
and cleared of Souldiers.

Therefore Thorne gave his word that on condi- 
tion, that Gariſon might be remoued, the gates of 
the Citie ſet open, and hereafter the Citie fenced 
with a Gariſon of Proteſtants, and not with ene- 
mies, hee would not attempt any thing further 
againſt that place: and ſo he diſmiſſed them. 

In the mean while the Lords directors held a con- 
ſultation, that if a treaty of peace were to be made, 
vpon what condition it were to be entertained: and 
they concluded & decreed it altogether neceſſary.

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to remember what a quiet, ſweet and calme ſtate 
there was thorow the whole lkingdome of Bohemia, 
and the other confederate countries, not ontly in 
the dayes of foriner Kings; his Predeceſſors; but 
euen at that verytime hen he was admitted to the 
ſucceſſion in the ſame kingdome: and how farre it 
is eſtranged from that tranquility how much it 
/ concerneththe common wealth, that the ancient 
and wholeſome erdinances of the lingdome, and 
the old cuſtome be ohſerued, not onely about the 
deſiguation, but alſo about the acceptation ofthe 
King, whoſocuer he ſhall bet.

_  Theſethings conſidered, they hope; und beſeech 
his maicſty, that he would be pleaſed not to rake it 
in ill part; that, weighing the great danger ofrheſe 
times, theythintce it g 25 ſor them to expect, vntill
